CHRISTIANITY AND THE 
STATE. 


(Reviewrep BY Our CHURCH or IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT: ) 
HERE are two questions which have 
been forcing themselves of late years 
on the attention of the world, one deal- 
ing with the bearing of religion on the 
economic structure of society, the other 
affecting the relation of the State to the 
community. Economics 2nd politics are 
the two branches of human activity on 
which we need especially to re-examine 
and re-set our ideas. Bishop Temple, in 
the book before us, gives us a valuable 
and thoughtful study of the various sug- 
gested political reforms and reconstruc- 
tions of the State, and attempts to 
estimate the plea of Christianity in guid- 
ing the internal life and external relations 
of the State. 

The cpening chapters discuss many of 
the theories of the State which have been 
held from Plato to the present day. In 
ve-tracing the steps whereby our present 
political scheme and forms of government 
have evolved, Dr. Temple has much to say 
that is of interest. He insists upon a “ sharp 
distinction between the living movement 
of Society and the action of the State,” 
and quotes with.approval from Unwin’s 
‘Studies in Economic History,’’ that 
‘the expansion of England in the 17th 
century was an expansion of Society and 
not of the State.” “It is impos- 
sible to say with any approximation to 
assurance how much or how little mili- 
tary victories may have had to do with 
the expansion of England.’”’ We com- 
mend this part of the book to the study 
of those who are so fond of saying that 
the British Empire has been built up by 
means of force and chicanery.

The latter half of the book is replete 
with good things’; we may be permitted 
one or two quotations to illustrate the 
author’s fresh and frank treatment of his 
subject. 

After insisting on the necessity of dis- 
tinguishing between the Community and 
the State, and speaking of the power of 
adaptability shown in British institu- 
tions, he remarks: ‘‘Popular sentiment of 
the day does not regard the King as 
chiefly the head of the State, but rather 
as the impersonation of the -Community— 
a greater thing. When the King opens 
Parliament we see the Community, in his 
person, calling on its servant, the State, 
to discharge its functions.’’ 

The outstanding political feature of 
the last three centuries has been 
nationalism, and as a consequence State 
absolutism became the dominant political 
philosophy. Now life is becoming increas- 
ingly international, and the State is 
hound to become ‘‘less absolute and to 
feel its way towards determinate relations 
with other States, first by Internationa! 
Law, and now by a League of Nations.’’ 

Again: “ The Reformation may or miy 
not have given us pure religion for indivi- 
duals; it certainly left us with a very 
practical form of Cesar-worship in our 
politics. ss 7 á 

Distinguishing the problem of the in- 
fernal relations from that oí the external 
relations of a State, Dr. 'Temple sums up 
thus: “ Within the nation, unity (broadly 
speaking) is given; the problem is to 
foster independence: among the nations 
independence is given and the problem is 
to foster unity.’’ Seeing that in this way 
a limit would be placed to the power of 
the State, it would follow that the State, 
if it is to act on Christian principles, 
must be prepared to hand over to an 
external assembly the determination of its 
own policy on matters a ing ita own 
interest. For the State is concerned with 
its self-expression through Law; and it 
never fulfils so truly its peculiar function 
as when it insists that Law and not Force 
should govern its relations to other States. 

There are two appendices, one consist- 
ing of some notes on Dr. Raven’s ‘‘ The 
Creator Spirit,’’ the other dealing with 
the relations between Church and State, 
in which Dr. Temple touches on Parlia- 
ment’s right to deal with the revised 
Prayer-book.

The fair 
moustache and pointed beard, the high 
dome-like forehead, the fierce arrogant 
nose, the white, beautifully-shaped hands, 
all these I felt I had seen before, though 
after all it is not really so very strange, 
as it was well known that Prince 
Ferdinand bore a strong resemblance to a 
portrait of Francis I. which had origi- 
nally been at Chantilly. It was, in fact, 
one of his foibles to see in himself either 
moral or physical likenesses to his 
ancestors, and his passion for history, his 
incredible memory and immense knowledge 
of historical details, all tended to augment 
this idiosyneracy to an abnormal degree.*’

At the beginning of March, 1917, the 
weather near Petrograd was “‘ cloudless, 
day after day a blue, frosty sky stretch- 
ing above the city, gold spires and domes 
flashing about above the snow-bound 
streets. - The ski-ing parties in 
the mornings, the wild sleigh drives 
through the lovely, snow-bound forests ; 
all these were entirely un-English, diffe- 
rent with a strange, rather charming 
difference. , The moment that 
stands out clearest in my mind is one of 
absolute quiet, a moment when, struggling 
up a wooded slope on my skis, I paused 
to rest while the others went on ahead, 
the sound of their voices and laughter 
dying away in the distance. . . . 
That was the morning of Thursday, 
March 8th. In Petrograd, a woman in one 
of those long,waiting lines, threw a stone 
at a baker’s window. It was the signal 
we had so often spoken of. The Revolu- 
tion had begun !”’ 

Sir George Buchanan's position hence- 
forth was most difficult and nerve-wrack- 
ing. #Often he was in great personal 
danger. He has been accused, very 
unjustly, of plotting against the 
Monarchy, although his warnigs to the 
Czar, had they been attended to, might 
have prevented the Revolution from 
taking place. Mr. Lloyd George showed 
little appreciation of his services in send- 
ing out Mr. Henderson with instructions 
to give Sir George a fortnight’s notice, if 
he thought fit, and take over the Embassy. 
Some light is thrown by Miss Buchanan 
on the Korniloff-Kerensky affair, which 
alwaye has appeared so puzzlying to 
students of the Russian Revolution. 
Apparently Kerensky invited Korniloff to 
proclaim himself Dictator, and then 
**double-crossed '” him. The failure of 
Korniloff left the way open for the “‘ little 
bald-headed man with an ice-cold heart.”’

HISTORY FOR CHILDREN. 
a 


HIS remarkable and fascinating book 
was written ‘‘in the spare moments 
of a naval officer’s life tn one of H.M. 
battle-cruisers,”’ and is addressed to a 
young child ‘‘ whose education was becom- 
ing a problem.” The author is right in 
believing that children of riper years, and 
adults too, will find in these pages much 
to learn, mark, and inwardly digest. Not 
only the telling af the story, but the 
arrangement of the facts, and the sug- 
gestions toward concreting the abstract are 
worthy of the serious attention of parents 
and teachers. 

The author recognises that one great 
difficulty with the child is a proper appre- 
ciation of time. fe he divides the story of 
the world’s history into two parts, which 
he calls No-Man Time and Man-Time. 
These he compares to two trees, and tells 
how long they would take to grow and to 
climb. The first would take a year and a 
half to climb, whereas the Man-Time frea 
could be climbed in one hour. Amplify 
this into a story as the writer does, and a 
child will be able to form some kind of 
imaginative conception of the long history 
of the world, whilst the bare statement 
that about a thousand million years 
elapsed before man came into prominence, 
and fifty thousand years since leaves the 
mind dazed. 

The book is thoroughly up-to-date. We 
thought at first that the Cretan civilisa- 
tion had been passed over, but in letter 
twelve we found the facts all in order. 
“ We are not sure whether men did not 
start a civilisation in Crete at least as 
early as the earliest Egyptians.. They 
built wonderful palaces, had theatres and 
games, fashionable clothes for their ladies. 
bathrooms in their houses, and hundreds of 
other things which we used to think were 
modern ideas.”’ 

The book can be cordially recommended 
to parents and teachers, and to all who 
seek for themselves a more orderly and 
comprehensive view of world history.

EXEMPTION NOT 
ESTABLISHED,

APPEAL DISMISSED.

Judgment was delivered in the case of 
Byrne v. the Irish Public Bodies’ Mutual 
Insurances, Ltd., in which the defendants 
appealed against the decision of District Jus- 
tice Little imposing on a cumulative 
fine of 40s. on the grounds that, from the 
3lst December, 1927, continuously to the 7th 
February, 1928, they issued in the Free 
State policies of insurance inst loss by fire, 
and on the 3lst December, 1927, made default 
in depositing £20,000 with the Accountant- 
General on behalf of the High Court. 

essrs. Denning, K.C., A. Dickie, K.C., 
and Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Co.) appeared for the 
complainant, Edward Byrne, general manager 
of the Irish National Assurance Co., Ltd. ; 
Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr, T. Finlay 
(instructed by Mr. T. J. Deering) represented 
the defendant company. 


REINSURANCE ONLY SECURITY. 

The judge, reviewing the evidence and 
authorities, referred to the deposition of Mr. 
Brennan, the general manager of the defen- 
dant company, who had stated that in the 
period mentioned in the summons the com- 
pany had issued fire policies, one of these, 
in connection with the nih CC Mental 
Hospital, being for the sum of £104,228. Mr, 
Brennan stated that if the building were 
destroyed the loss sustained by the policy 
holders would be paid, partly out of 
the capital of the defendant company and 
partly by other insurance companies with 
whom the defendant company effected reinsur- 
ances. It was clear that the only real 
security which a policy-holder had for the 
payment of a loss such as indicated was 
afforded by the companies with whom the 
defendants reinsured. i 

Excluding for the moment the question 
whether the company was or was not one to 
which the Local Authorities (Mutual Assur- 
ance) Act, 1926, applied, he was satisfied 
that all the facts and matter alleged in the 
summons had been established. Apart from 
the statute, the defendant company had not 
sought to bring themselves within any excep- 
tion or exemption which would relieve them 
of the liability imposed by Section 2 of the 
Assurance Compamies Act of 1909, of deposit. 
ing the sum of £20,000 with the Accountanv 


General. 


NO MUTUAL INSURANC<.. 

The exemption within which the defendants 
sought to bring themselves was that afforded 
by Section 4 of the Local Authorities (Mutual 
Assurance). Act, 1926, but before they could 
succeed jn doing so they must satisfy him that 
their company was one to which the statute 
applied. In his opinion, the fact of com liance 
by a company with the peil of Section 
li. of the Act must be determined with 
reference to a particular date—namely, the 
date of incorporation—and to that extent he 
agreed with Mr. Geoghegan; but he could 
not, however, go the whole way with him. 
To speak of the object of a company being 
the mutual insurance of its members con- 
noted, in his opinion, the establishment of 
mutual legal relationships. | 

If the real and genuine objects of a com- 
pany were the mutual assurance of its mem- 
bers. he would expect to find rights and 
liabilities existing between the members of 
the company, each with the other, by. virtue 
of which each was at the same time insurer 
and insured. The articles of association of 
the defendant company contained no pro- 
visions whereby the members mutually insured 
each other. He could find nothing in the 
evidence before him to show that the com- 
pany carried on anything in the nature of 
mutual assurance or anything beyond the 
pious intention expressed by the name of the 
company and in the memorandum: of associa- 
tion to indicate that the objects were the 
mutual insurance of the members. 


THE MINISTER'S EXEMPTION, 


As to the evidence of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, before the defend- 
ant could rely on the exemption granted by 
the Minister they must satisfy him that they 
were a company to which Section 4 of the Act 
of 1926 was applicable, and they could not do 
that until they first satisfied him that they 
were a company to which the Act as a whole 
applied. 

He had come to the conclusion that the 
defendant company was not a company to 
which the Public Authorities (Mutual Insur- 
ance) Act, 1926, applied, and that the com- 
pany, not having co P themselves within 
any other exemption from the provisions of 
the Assurance Companies Act, 1909, the 
section of that Act relating to a deposit ap- 
plied. He, therefore, upheld. the decision of 
the District Justice and dismissed the appeal.
